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Chicago Relays | 
Gehrmann Crowned King of Milers

Chicago, March 18 - There may still be some doubt as to who won the 
Wanamaker Mile last January 28, but there is no longer any doubt as 
to the identity of America's no. one miler. That title still belongs to 
Don Gekrmann by virtue of his eight yard triumph over Fred Wilt in the 
Benkers' Mile, feature race of the Chicago Relays. 

Four starters lined up for the gun . Besides Gehrmann and Wilt there 
were John Joe Barry, the AAU indoor champ, and Len Truex, Ohio State 
sophomore. For three laps Gehrmann set the pace followed by Barry, Wilt, 
and Truex,in that order. Don towed the field througha 64 quarter witch 
didn't suit Barry at all. On the sixth lap Barry shot into the lead and 
picked up the pace a bit. He passed the half in 2:07.8. Wilt then moved 
past Gebrmann into second spot. Shortly after Barry appeared in trouble 
and the NYAC star took over, Gehrmann and Truex moving past the fading 
Irishman. On the backstretch of the final lap Gehrmann let go with his 
justly famous kick. He whirled by Wilt and moved away to win by eight 
yards, Wilt finished second three yards in front of Truex. Barry dropped 
out of the race in the last. quarter. It was disclosed later that he had 
competed despite a temperature of 101. He had been in bed with a cold 
earlier in the week. Gehrmann's time was 4:09.5. 

A much closer finish figured in the 600 yards event. This race had 
a five man field. Besides three stars from the Eastern meets, Whitfield,

Western Conference 
Relay Upset Gives Ohio State Title

I : bh 4 - In a "Frank Merriwell" finish the Ohio State 

Buckeyes came through to win the 40th Western Conference indoor track 
championship. Coming up to the final event, the mile relay, Michigan 
led with points. Illinois had 25% and Ohio had 25. The Wolverimes 
did not have too strong a relay quartet, but the Bucks had to get at 
least a third and also beat the Illinois entry. They did even better by 
whipping the favored Purdue foursome and won the event and the meet. 

The feature race of the day was the mile run in which Don Gehrmann 
of Wisconsin tangled with Len Truex, sophomore star from Ohio State. The 
NCAA champ, Gehrmann, led through fractions of 59.0,2:04.0, and 3:09.0 
with Dean Pieper of Northwestern following closely. Lawton Lemb of I11- 
inois held down third position for the first three laps (260 yds. to the 
lap). Then Truex moved up behind Pieper. Two laps later he eased into 
second spot. On the final lap Gehrmann and Truex moved away from Fieper 
and Truex shot into the lead. But Sehrmann wasn't through yet and he 
moved up to the Buckeye's shoulder on the final turn. Mntering the 
stretch Gehrmann moved into a one yard lead, but that was all he could 
get. They finished a stride apart. Gehrmann's time of 4:10.4 was a new 
age hno track record. Pieper finished third while Lamb faded and failed

Border Olympics 
Wind Pushes Parker to 9.4 and 20.0 





Laredo, Texas, Mar 1l— Charley Parker of ‘l'exas won 
the sprints of the annual Border Olympics in the sensational 
times of 9.4 and 20 flat, aided by wind. Parker had a tail 
wind of about 14 mph in the 100 and about 15 mph in the 220. 
(His 220 time would be equal to 20.6 without wind.) 

George Kadera of Texas A&M spun the discus 165'103". 
Other meet records were set by red-headed Harold Tarrant of 
Oklahoma A&M with a 1:56.0 880; Harold Voss of LSU with a 
46'112" shot put; Texas' 440 relay team of Samuels, Mayes, 
Rogers, and Parker with a 42.1 clocking; and by Bob Hall of 
Texas A&M who edged teammate Billy Bless in a 23.1 low 
hurdles race, aided by wind. 

Olympian Vern McGrew ran into a tartar in the high jump 
and was tied by A&M's sophomore, Walter "Buddy" Davis, at 
6'44". Davis had barely joined the track team. 

J.D. Hampton, the conference champion, won both the 
mile and 2-mile. He copped the mile in a good 4320.8, then 
breezed past Paul Efaw of Oklahoma A&M in a 9:51.4 2-mile. 

Paul Leming, A&M's sensational sophomore hurdler, took 
the highs in 14.7. John Voight, Oklahoma A&M's former AAU 
pentathlon champion, won the broad jump at 23'1". Menard 
Place of Texas AkM finished ahead of favored teammate Don 
Mitchell in 48.7 for the 440. Tobin Rote of Rice won the 
javelin at 191'11" to 190'9" for Ray Marek of Texas. Tom 
Cox and Red Brown, who did not run individual events, led 
Rice's crack mile team to a 3:21 victory. 


Long Beach Relays 
Javelin Aces Paced by Held’s 231-10

Long Beach, Calif., Mar 1l1— Long javelin throws pop- 
ped out like mushrooms in the cold, windy weather of the 
annual Long Beach Relays. Bud Held of Stanford, the AAU and 
NCAA champion, sent the spear winging 231'103", less than a 
yard short of the American college record. Bill Miller of 
Arizona State threw 219'74" for second, and Cy Young, the 
UCLA star competing unattached, reached 213'1". American 
record holder, Steve Seymour, threw 208'1" for fourth. 
Stanford's small team won every event entered except 
the 880 relay. Gay Bryan made up six yards on the anchor 
leg of that relay, but fell two yards short of catching 
USC's former wonder boy, John Bradley, in 1:28.6. 
Lloyd LaBeach won the 100 in 9.6, aided by a wind of 
12.8 mph. Miller of Long Beach JC (coached by “el Patton) 
was second. Dick Attlesey, USC's rugged hurdler, romped 
over the highs in 14.3 to defeat a good field. Favorite 
Billy Anderson of Compton lost second place by inches to 
USC's surprising sophomore Art Barnard. Don Halderman was 
fourth. Henry Aihara, USC's bounding Japanese broad jumper, 
came from behind on his last leap to soar 24'2" and defeat ~ 
interscholastic record holder George Brown, now at Compton, 
by 24 inches.

No less than 10 All-Union indoor records were smashed in 
an open meet held at Leningrad's Winter Palace, February 20 
& 21. Twenty-year-old Kaljajev from Leningrad unexpectedly 
vanquished well-known sprinters like Karakulov and Vladimir 
Shukharjev in the 100 mtrs. In the women's events the famous 
Aleksandra Tchudina was defeated by nineteen-year-old Valen- 
tina Bogdanova in the broad jump, but later annexed the tria 
thlon with a record-breaking score of 2,837 pts.

Melbourne, Feb 18— Hurdling flawlessly, and giving 
easily his best performances, Ray Weinberg today won over 
220yd. hurdles in the National record time of 23.6 on a wet, 
turning track. He defeated Olympic runner-up Duncan White 
of Ceylon by 2yd. Weinberg saddled up again for the 120yd., 
and again gave a glorious display to win by lOyd. in 14.2. 

White scratched from the 440yd. hurdles, which was won 
by John Holland in 53.6. 

Sydney, Feb 25— Ray Weinberg's second record-shatter- 
ing 220yd. hurdles, and the return to top form by sprinters 
John Treloar and Dave Johnson, highlighted the NSW champs. 

Weinberg turned in a scintillating display to register

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More Words on Sprint Wind Readings 


by Maxwell Stiles, Los Angeles "Mirror" 

Comment in a recent issue of TRACK & FIELD NEWS by Mr. 
Pincus Sober on the subject of reading anemometers was noted 
with interest. The kindly and able chairman of the National 
AAU track and field committee points out very correctly that 
the language of the rule indicates that what is desired is 
a top wind speed, not average. { 

That I admit. and with that interpretation of the rule 
I have no quarrel. 

However, I submit that Mr. Sober missed the point of my 
previous presentation on the matter, in which I quoted Dr. 
Irving Krick and also outlined the method used by Arvie Loth 
man in computing wind speeds at Fresno. I was not trying to 
prove that Dr. Krick is a better scientist than Mr. Sober, a 
fact which Mr. Sober facetiously admits to be true. I was 
emphasising Dr. Krick's eminence in his field to lend weight 
to his statement, made to me, that no instrument exists to- 
day that will give an accurate reading of top wind velocity 
below 5 miles per hour. 

In other words, this expert, whose instruments and 
methods of using same were official equipment at the 1948 
Olympic Games in London, is on record as having said if the 
language of the rule is to secure top and not average wind 
readings, then the rule asks for something that is imposs- 
ible, and which has never been available when previous world 
record applications were before Mr. Sober's committee. 

The crux of the matter then is this: When and where, 
and with what instruments, used by whom, has the AAU ever 
received accurate top wind reading below 5 miles per hour? 

I have written to Mr. Sober asking him to give me the 
names and makes of anemometers that will give such accurate 
reading of top wind speeds below 5 mph. I have asked him to 
give me the names of those individuals who have used such 
instruments, in order that I may contact them and inquire as 
to their methods of computation. 

I want from them (1) a statement as to accuracy of 
their instruments if they give top readings like the dial of 
an automobile speedometer, and (2) an outline of their meth- 
ods of computation, whether they just look at a dial, as at 
a speedometer, or whether they take the total number of re- 
volutions during a given time of the race, If their method 
is the latter, I then want to ask them how they can divide 
the total revolutions by the number of seconds and come up 
with anything other than the average wind speed during the 
race. 

This latter method is the one used by Arvie Lothman at 
Fresno, according to his statement to me. It is the one
